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A DOUBLE WEDDING IN SCITUATE, 1635 
By iirs. Helen Mead Burget of Detroit, Michigan. 


‘ And how this wedding, performed more than three hundred years ago by Captain 
Wiles Standish, concerns a Smith-Mead family of the 20th Century. 


Among the Mayflower Passengers were "Edward Fuller and his wife, and Samuel 
their Sonne". Edward Fuller and his wife died soon after landing, leaving their 
ight year old sou to the care of his uncle, Dr. Samuel Fuller. (Bradford's History 

f Plymouth, ) 

Before 1630 Edward Foster came from England to Plymouth and became a close 
riend of young Samuel Fuller. They were among the "Men of Kent" who left Plymouth 
in 1673 to found the new town of Scituate. (Deane's History of Scituate.) 

Newcomers from England to Scituate in 1634 were the Reverend John Lathrop with 
his six children, and Mrs. Eglin Hatherly Hanford with her daughters, Mrergeret 
‘nd Elizabeth (Lettice). (Bank's Topographicnl Dictionary; Hotten's Original Lists 
of Settlers ) 

On the 8th of April, 1635, at the home of Jumes Cudworth, Magistrote of Scit- 
unite, 2 double wedding was performed by Captnzin Miles Standish, making Jane Lathrop, 
one of the daughters of the Reverend John, the wife of Samuel Fuller, and Lettice 
Hanford, the wife of Edward Foster. (Savage's Genealogicel Dictionary.) 


Generations later descend-nts of these two couples were married at Owosso in 
Shiawassee County, Michizen. William Hayden Smith (1840-1917), son of William 
Smith, my grandfxther, 2nd Rebecca Fostor 6 (Lemuel 5, Timothy 4, Timothy 3, Tim- 
othy 2, Edward Foster of Scituate) was married in 1867 to Mary Elects Mend (1846- 
1926); and my mother, Freedom Antoinette Smith (1848-1922), sister of William Hay- 
den Smith, wos married to Samuel Lamertine Mend (1848-1922), brother of Mary Elects 
Mead (Sanuel Pettibone 8, Amos 7, Timothy 6, Timothy 5, Timothy 4, Jonathan 3, 

John 2, William 1.) 

This Mead family his two collateral lines to Samuel Fuller «nd Jane Lathrop 
of Scitunte, 2s follows: -Amos Mead (7) marricd Electa Pettibone, deughter of San- 
uel Pettibone and Rhoda Bridgman (Nosh 4, Deliverance 3, John 2, James 1). Deliv- 
erance (3) Bridgman merried Johanna Taylor King, daughter of John (3) Taylor (John 2, 
Innes 1). John (2) Taylor married Elizabeth (3) Fuller, daughter of Sanuel (2) 
Fuller and Jane Lathrop, and erond-dsughter of Edward Fuller of the Mayflower. 
(Genealogical Records of Barnstable end Northampton, Massachusetts. ) 

Also Tinothy (6) Meed married Phoebe Crippen, daughter of Jabez (2) Crippen 
(Jnbez 2, Thonas 1). Jszbez (2) Crippen married Thankful (5) Fuller (John 4, Son- 
uzl 3, Samuel 2, Edward of the Mayflower). (Himzen's Connecticut Settlers.) 


Another menber of the Detroit Society for Genenlogical Research hes the same 
Linesge as mine above, my double cousin, Mrs. Walter T. Barkham (Florence Snith). 
She ig the youngest daughter of Willian Hayden Smith and Mory Electa Mend. My 
father, Samuel Lamertine Mead, was the brother of Mary Electa, and ny mother, 
Freedom Antoinette Smith, was her father's sister. 


And so all descendants of these two couples married in Owosso, Shiawnsse 
County, Michigan, in the last half of the Nineteenth Century can trace their 

try directly back to that "Double Wedding at Scituate" in 1635, which united Edwa 
foster to Lettice Hanford and Samuel Fuller to Jane Lathrop, and also to Edward 
Puller'of the Mayflower... It has been to ne a thrilling trail that I have followed 
till I have. stood ih imagination in James Cudworth’s house in Scituste beside 
Captain Miles Standish, and listened os he spoke the words that united in the 
bonds of matrimony these early ancestors of'nine.
